Copies of the 
checks were placed in the file regarding this matter. 

I have informed Harvey Harden and will also inform t^F—^—HU the boy's 
father. I will send a copy of this memo to Paul Ernst, to be placed with the 
other correspondence related to this matter.

Gary Nusbaum and^j^^y|^^te in my office. I told him of the statement that 
had been made by W^^SfjK^ concerning his allegations of Mr. Chailberg' s 

actions. I did not use BAj g gJg lj name, but I assured Gary the boy was not a member 
of Post 522. I told Gary that while we were not charging that Sill Chailberg did 
molest this boy, we were acting on the statement and felt it would be in the best 
interest of all concerned if Mr. Chailberg was removed from a leadership position 
in Scouting . 

Gary Nusbaum told me he had "heard stories" about Mr. Chailberg and had told him 
that if he ever caught him or heard of any problems, he would have to leave the 
Post . 

We agreed that Gary would meet with members of his Post Committee and they would 
then meet with Mr. Chailberg and tell him he was not longer associated with Post 
522. I offered my assistance, in any way, concerning the matter. 

We agreed this would happen by the end of April and that Gary Nusbaum would inform 
me when the removal was over, so I could take proper action with the National 
Council.
